Jaycees may bar

WASHINGTON (UPI)-The Supreme 
Court today let stand a ruling that the 
U.S. Jaycees may continue barring 
women from membership although it 
has tax-exempt status and receives 
federal funds. 


In a brief order, the Court declined to 
hear appeals challenging the men-only 
membership rules of Jaycee chapters 
throughout the country. Chapters in 
Rochester, N.Y., and Philadelphia were 
expelled from the national organization 
after they voted to admit women.

Ralph Nader-affiliated group 
circulated copies of some of the 
documents to support its conclusion that 
there were “ 3,000 groups and 8,000 
organizations targeted for top-secret 
investigations by the IRS ... under a plan 
instigated in 1969 by the Nixon White 
House.”

for 
special 
investigation by the IRS between 1969 
and 1973, including the National Council 
of Churches, Americans for Democratic 
Action, the John Birch Society, the 
Congress of Racial Equality, the United

Church of Scientology and the Urban 
League. 
Former White House counsel John W. 
Dean III first disclosed the existence of 
a politically motivated IRS investigative 
effort when he testified before the 
Senate Watergate committee in 1973. 
IRS Commissioner Donald Alexander 
subsequently abolished the “ Special 
Services Staff” that conducted the 


controversial investigations, and one of 
the IRS documents said the questionable 
files would be destroyed 
The research group said the IR S’ own 
audits determined that all but 22 per 
cent of the 11,458 intelligence files 
should be destroyed, and the group tried 
to find out whether they had been. 
“ In a Nov. 8,1974, response to a recent 
tax group inquiry as to the disposition of 
the old Special Services Staff files, the 
Justice Department’s chief litigation 
attorney stated that ‘it would be 
inappropriate to reply to this request in 
the context of the present action,'” the 
tax group said in a statement.

Student riots, strikes 


greet Ford in Japan 


TOKYO (U PIi — Protected by the tightest security this 
nation has seen since World War II. President Ford arrived 
in Japan on the first leg of a Far East trip today amid 
student riots and a threatened nationwide protest strike 
Dressed in a blue suit and blue shirt. Ford appeared tired 
when he stepped off Air Force One at Haneda Airport with 
Secretary of State Henry A Kissinger after a grueling, 16- 
hour flight across many time zones. 
His welcome was staid and highly controlled by security 
considerations —a 21-gun salute, a red carpet and a 
carefully selected crowd of 2.500 Japanese and 150 
Americans on the spectator deck, many of them waving 
Japanese flags 
"It was a sunny day, and I believe that was a good sign for 
my trip as the first American president to visit Japan,” 
Ford later said of his arrival. “ The welcome was warm and 
friendly and I look forward to seeing more of the Japanese 
people ” 
But security prevented any hand shaking or speech- 


making Instead. Ford was taken quickly from the tightly 
guarded airport by helicopter to an ornate. European style 
guest house in central Tokyo 
There he dined with Kissinger and staff and retiqed early 
in preparation for his meetings Tuesday with Emperor 
Hirohitoand Prime Minister Kakuei Tanaka 


Ten minutes before Air Force One set down, a band of

Kissinger gives good 
odds on missile treaty

believes chances are better than even 
that a 10-year treaty limiting offensive 
and defensive missiles will be signed by 
the United States and Soviet Union next 
year.

Brezhnev in Vladivostok next weekend 
could

progress

on 
numbers, maybe on the approach” of a 
new strategic arms agreement. 
“ I think there is a slightly better than 
even chance of an agreement in 1975,” 
Kissinger told reporters aboard Air 
Force One on the first leg of Ford’s trip 
to Japan, South Korea and the Soviet 
summit meeting 
The new strategic arms limitation 
treaty, 
SALT 
II, 
would 
be 
more 
comprehensive than the SALT I interim 
agreement signed in Moscow in 1972. 
U.S. officials hope it will head off new 
and costly escalations of the nuclear 
arms race and to continue the era of 
detente. 
Besides 
the 
SALT 
negotiations, 
Kissinger said, Ford and Brezhnev will 
discuss the Middle East situation and 
Soviet desires for a European Security 
Conference. 


Kissinger is known to believe chances 
for a U.S.-Soviet arms agreement are 
improved by the fact that the Watergate 
scandal is now largely a thing of the 
past. 
Soviet officials are believed to have 


been leery about reaching any new 
SALT agreement with Richard M Nixon 
in Moscow last summer. 


The Russians are thought to view Ford 
now as a potential six-year man in the 
White House, whereas they had rightly 
feared that Nixon was serving his last 
weeks as President when they saw him 
last summer. 
Kissinger said Ford is well prepared 
for his first meeting with Brezhnev. 
“ I have spent many hours with 
President Ford,” Kissinger said 
“ I 
think he's tough. I think he’s steady and 
totally unflappable on foreign policy. 
And he’s really interested in it. 
“ The President and Brezhnev between 
them have the capacity to annihilate 
humanity. They may be confronting 
each other on a (future) crisis, so it is 
important they understand each other. 
They have the opportunity to prevent 
crisis and to promote peace. ”

Gov. Ronald Reagan, attending his final 
session Friday as president of the University of 
California Board of Regents, found himself 
criticized by retiring UC President Charles 
Hitch for having caused damage to the 
university by having “ given us some hard 
budgets” in past years. 
Hitch made the statement in a press 
conference following the Regents' board session 
held on the UC Santa Barbara campus. 
His observations that the governor had 
seriously underfunded the university system 
came not long after the board adopted a 
resolution that praised Gov. Reagan for eight 
years of “ conscientious” service as a Regent 
ex-officio and president. 
But before leaving the campus, Gov. Reagan, 
in reply to Dr. Hitch’s statements, said: 
“ I don’t feel the University of California has 
been hurt in any way.” 
Gov. Reagan blamed fiscal difficulties as 
presenting funding programs, and claimed he 
“ had never called the shots as some governors 
have” as a regent. 
The final session of the Regents during their 
meeting at Santa Rosa Hall was conducted 
in an orderly atmosphere, contrasting with the 
unruly behavior of numerous campus and Isla 
Vista radicals on Thursday in disrupting a 
committee session in demanding an audience 
with the regents. 
In the adoption of the resolution praising the 
governor — who had slipped into the meeting 
unobtrusively from a side door on the strength

Chrysler, Ford and General 
Motors have already laid off 
92,439 workers —about one of 
every 13 blue collar workers. 
Latest figures show Chrysler 
sales down 34 per cent from a 
year ago. GM sales are down 43 
per cent, and Ford showed a 28 
percent loss. 
But the cars that are on the 
road this winter can be fueled, 
barring new emergencies, ac­ 
cording to figures released 
Saturday 
by 
the 
American 
Petroleum Institute. 
It means that car owners 
won't face the long gas lines 
they suffered a year ago and 
will have enough fuel to heat 
their homes, 
API said that motor gasoline 
stocks as of Nov 8 totaled 221.3 
million barrels (each barrel 
has 42 gallons).

conducted in the 1960’s. 
Saxbe, who releases a Justice 
Department 
report 
today 
detailing F B I abuses ordered 
by the late J. Edgar Hoover, 
said there is actually no way to 
be sure the F B I won’t resort to 
such tactics again. But he said 
such practices would not be 
tolerated during his tenure 
“ It won’t happen again while 
I'm here," Saxbe said during a 
televised 
interview 
Sunday 
(NBC’s “ Meet the Press” ). 
Saxbe 
was 
referring 
to 
activities outlined in the report 
that show Hoover ordered a 15- 
year campaign of harassment 
against domestic radicals. 
The report describes abuses 
—such as planted news stories 


and “ anonymous" letters to 
employes and credit agencies 
against members of target 
groups —which both Justice 
Department and F B I officials 
termed “ practices which can 
only be considered abhorrent in 
a free society.” 


Saxbe said he thought a 
repetition of government-or­ 
dered snooping and disruption 
could easily happen again. 


“ To say these things could 
never happen again just is not 
so. You could have Watergate 
happen again. You could have 
all these things happen again if 
the people, the Congress and

“ I certainly think the price 
you have to pay for this is 
eternal vigilance.”

New atomic 
particle 
discovered 


STANFORD, Calif. (U P I) - 
Scientists announced this week­ 
end the discovery of a new kind 
of atomic particle with a longer 
life than any previously found 
“ This is one of the biggest 
discoveries 
in 
high 
energy 
physics in years anywhere in 
the world,” a spokesman for 
Stanford University said. 
The particle was discovered 
accidentally 
at 
almost 
the 
same 
time 
by 
scientists 
working at Stanford's Linear 
Accelerator Center and the 
Brookhaven 
Natio nal 
Laboratory in Upton, N.Y. 
Burton Richter, head of the 
Stanford 
team, 
said 
the 
particle is “ different from all 
the other particles we know It 
lives 100,000 times longer than 
any 
other 
particle, 
and 
therefore must have a new kind 
of 
structure 
holding 
it 
together.” 
Scientists at both Stanford 
and Brookhaven said dozens of 
theoretical 
physicists 
were 
dropping their current projects 
to work on the implications of 
the new find 
The particle was expected to 
fill in a basic gap in knowledge 
of the fundamental structure of 
matter. 
Its existence 
may 
explain numerous phenomena 
which 
do 
not 
fit 
present 
theories. 
Richter and Samuel C.C. 
Ting, head of the Brookhaven 
team, said in a joint statement 
that the suddenness of the 
discovery was what made it so 
exciting. 
Both groups of scientists said 
the new particle occurred at an 
energy level of just above three 
billion electron volts. 


High court bars 
state oil taxes

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Cory urges suits on 
state oil monopolies 


LOS ANGELES (U P I) — Controller-elect Ken 
Cory said today anti-trust actions should be filed 
against seven large oil companies for allegedly 
monopolizing the crude oil market in California 
Cory 
said 
the 
corporations 
prevented 
competition and "violated" all their contractual 
responsibilities to the state by controlling 
pipeline networks and forming cooperative 
drilling and exploration ventures. 
"There is such a degree of inter-company 
cooperation in crude oil marketing as to make a 
mockery of the free enterprise system," said 
Cory, a Democratic Assemblyman from Garden 
Grove, who chaired the Joint Committee on 
Public Domain. 
Cory released a committee report accusini 
seven oU companies of violating both state an 
federal anti trust laws. 
The seven were Standard Oil of California, 
Mobil, Union Oil, Atlantic Richfield, Exxon, 
Texaco and Shell 


As controller, Cory will head the state Lands 
Commission, which controls leases to oil 
companies on state-owned lands He said the 
companies owed the state "at least $170 million 
for past and present violations." 
The committee report said the companies, 
called "majors," rely "on access to other 
majors’ pipelines " 


"In short, it is fair to say that there is one 
pipeline network in California, pieces of which 
are owned by the major oil companies," the 
report said. "The majors have free access to 
the entire system, but can exclude independent 
producers and refiners from the system at 
will." 


Under state law, oil companies can deny use 
of pipelines to other companies if the majors 
use the pipelines only to transport their own oil 
and if they do not offer to carry oil for the 
community at large. 
The report charged the companies with 
"maintaining the fiction of ‘private carrier* 
status for their pipelines." 
"Each company routinely requires that oil 
shipped over its lines be sold to the company as 
pipeline owner,” the report said. 


The report outlined a complex exchange 
payments system by which oil companies pay 
each other for the oil transported through other 
companies' pipes. 
"The exchange device is used to ensure that 
the pipeline owner has ownership of the oil in his 
line" to avoid California Public Utility laws, the 
report said 


"It is a violation of both the state pipeline 
laws and the federal ‘common carrier’ permits 
covering these lines to maintain private carrier 
statues," the report said. 
"This, of course, gives the pipeline owners 
effective 
power 
over 
the 
independent 
production not otherwise under direct control," 
it added

Greyhound 


bus strike 
looming 


PHOENIX, Ariz. (UPI) - 
More than 16,000 Greyhound 
bus drivers, terminal workers, 
and maintenance and office 
employes in 48 states are 
expected to walk off their jobs 
today unless a wage settlement 
is reached quickly. 
Round-the-clock negotiations 
were held during the weekend 
between 
management 
and 
union representatives in an 
effort to avert a strike against 
the 
Greyhound 
Bus 
Lines 
before a contract extension 
expired at 11 a.m. PST today. 
Federal 
mediator 
Guy 
Parent 
said 
continuous 
negotiations began Saturday, 
and after more than 24 hours of 
talks, "significant progress" 
was being made Parent did not 
detail what areas were still 
under contention 
Greyhound employes have 
voted 11,606 to 816 in favor of a 
strike unless a settlement is not 
reached. 


Parent said the negotiations 
were "more complicated than 
ever because for the first time 
the parties are working out a 
nationwide agreement." 


"We are hopeful that a 
settlement can be worked out 
and an agreement signed that 
will protect the best interests 
of all concerned,” he added 


Donald Rhodes, secretary of 
the union’s joint bargaining 
committee, said earlier that 
"no specific progress” had 
developed halfway through the 
weekend bargaining session. 


'De-sexing' hard on Cal Constitution 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — When California voters slimly passed 
a constitutional amendment to “ de-sex" the constitution, an 
unusual wrinkle was created for the state courts 
Prop U, passed by a margin of 44,004 votes, was aimed at 
eliminating all masculine words from the state constitution. 
But in the process the California Judicial Council was left 
without a chairperson, chairman, or anyone else to head that 
group 
Supporters of Prop. 11 argued the measure made "no changes in 
substance" and only recognized that women, as much as men, 
have an opportunity to join the political arena 
But as "workmen" was replaced with "workers" and 
"congressmen" with "representatives," the backers of the 
amendment deleted the reference to the state Supreme Court 
Chief Justice as "chairman" of the council and failed to specify 
who would be presiding officer in his place 
"It’s absolutely correct that there is no one heading the 
council," said Larry Briskin, who drafted the amendment He 
said no changes of substance were made with the exception of the 
council. 
John Smock, the legislative representative for the council, who 
worked with Briskin on the changes, said the deletion "is a real 
problem." 
Under state law, the council’s leader has broad authority over 
the judicial system He is granted the power to declare a judicial 
emergency to institute court proceedings in IMEOF war, 
insurrection or mass arrests. 
Smock said existing laws empowered the "chairman" with 
functions "in explicit terms so that everyone knew who we were 
talking about." 
The importance of the omission may depend on whether it is 
used to nullify council actions. Smock said if the omission were 
used to argue against an action, he was confident it would be 
"without merit" and loose.

A long-awaited master plan 
for the development of Ocean 
Park near Surf was unveiled 
this 
week

Livingston and Blayney. 
Initially, we believe it is a 
decent plan but it does have, 
in 
our 
opinion, 
som e 
shortcomings. 
We know how difficult it is 
to design a proper plan for 
Ocean 
Park. 
The 
area 
is 
usually windy. The area is 
small. The Santa Ynez River 
floods frequently. Trains go 
by. Biologic conditions must 


be maintained. 


It 
strikes 
us 
that 
the 
planners 
have 
made 
an 
intensive effort to effect a 
proper balance between the 


recreational use of the park 
and the maintenance of the 
ecosystem of the area. We 
particularly like their plan of 
the 
boardwalks 
over 
the 
marshes, resting on piling, 
that will 
allow 
interested 
persons, 
with 
particular 
emphasis on students, to study 
and observe 
the 
biologic 
conditions of the unique area. 


We do find fault, however, 
in 
the 
little 
consideration 
given to the utilization of the 
lagoon area 
under proper 
conditions. We feel that there 
is more potential here for 
recreational enthusiasts than 
given in the report. 
Hearings will be scheduled 
on the master plan for the 
park 
in the 
near 
future. 
Proper notice will be given in 
this newspaper and it is hoped 
that all those interested in our 
Valley’s Ocean 
Park 
be 
present to

Having its genesis 
in the Continental Congress it has 20 
years experience on top of that. If it is 
not too proud to revamp its operations 
certainly this state’s legislature, in 
existence only 124, must be viable too.

has

considerable 
tam pering 
with 
the 
California Legislature in the past two 
decades by its own members, the public 
and the courts The most recent massive 
change, the two year session is still in its 
embryo stage Since it is still formative 
now is the right time to quickly make 
alterations essential to giving it a 
chance to work. Once the members get 
too satisfied with their conduct nothing 
short of an aroused public can make 
them change. 
The major fault in the present system 
stems 
from 
the 
fact 
the 
voters 
authorized a two year session. Because 
of this the members seem to think they 
must pretend to be in session throughout 
the entire period. 
More 
appropriate 
would 
be 
to 
convene, introduce their proposals in the 
first year, take care of the budget and 
any urgency m atters and recess after 
not more than 90 days The balance of 
the year could then be devoted to a 
serious study of the proposals. By this 
means real depth would be gained by 
giving 
ample 
opportunity 
for 
all 
viewpoints to be presented plus doing 
their own research. They would also 
have time to look around and see how 
the bureaucrats are administering the 
laws they already have passed. 
The Legislature could then reconvene 
at the beginning of the next year to act 
intelligently upon the measures before 
them. Their labors should be concluded 
before that year’s campaigns begin. 
For, aside from the suspicions which 
breed when members are receiving 
campaign contributions at the very time

of 
legislation, 
the 
mixing 
of 
active 
legislation with campaigning is contrary 
to the best public interest 
In the first place, members standing 
for re-election find themselves too 
involved in campaigning to give proper 
consideration to legislation.

Unfortunately the people have made 
office holding too attractive to too 
many Instead of being satisfied with the 
honor of representing a district they

platform to greater things, such as being 
governor. And, also unfortunately, the 
minute one becomes governor he starts 
thinking about being President. 
The task is to get the legislators back 
to doing the job for which they were 
elected Only some drastic changes in 
the present legislative operations can 
make this so.

The woman, he said, had had only one 
sexual contact and the public health 
medic contacted him for treatment. The 
man 
said that he’d asked several 
different doctors to be tested 
for 
gonorrhea but that none would because 
he didn’t have any outward symptoms of 
the disease The doctors had assumed 
inaccurately that males always have 
symptoms of gonorrhea. Actually 15 per 
cent of the men and boys with the 
disease never know it until they are 
either tested by a physician who knows 
what he’s doing or are crippled by it. 
Another shocker. A Portland Oregon 
public Health Department study was 
done on 150 doctors who had recently 
treated 186 patients. The study found 
that the doctors were employing some 
61 different methods of treatment and 
were 
administering 
24 
different 
varieties of antibiotics and drugs. 
The scary part of the study, Kroger 
said, was that 29 per cent of the people 
who were treated by these doctors were 
not cured at all. Why? Because, Kroger 
said, the physicians scribbled out the 
wrong prescriptions. 
These episodes make you want to 
check that medical school diploma in 
your family doctor’s waiting room a 
little closer, maybe hoping you can find 
a medical school grade point average. 
Kroger said that 30 years ago you 
could cure a case of gonorrhea with 
100,000 units of penicillin. Today, he 
said, it takes 4.8 million units. 
He and Gine agreed that education 
has been the crumbled flank in the 
campaign against a still treacherous 
state and nationwide VD epidemic — 
and

any move for expulsion. 
So they hit on the idea of “denying" 
the credentials of the ambassador 
dispatched by the government of South 
Africa as its representative. Now in 
order to get a seat in the General 
Assembly, a thing called the Credentials 
Committee receives the papers of a 
delegate, and satisfies itself that these 
are properly executed by a responsible 
official of the government dispatching 
said delegate to New York (usually the 
Secretary of State, or his equivalent). 
This is a purely formal operation, but in 
it, the anti-South Africa strategists saw 
their opportunity. 


Why not either pack the Credentials 
Committee so that it will “deny’ the 
authenticity 
of

letter

accreditation; or, if they don’t succeed 
there, 
why 
not 
ask 
the 
General 
Assembly

Last year, the gang took this strategy 
right to the brink. The Assembly stopped 
just short of taking the credentials away 
from the South African ambassador 
This time they went all the way. First 
they asked for South Africa’s expulsion, 
which was vetoed. Then they denied the 
accreditation. And now by a vote of 99 to 
22, the General Assembly has denied the 
South African representative the right 
to set foot inside the United Nations 
This is, of course, the equivalent of 
ejecting South Africa. To be a member 
of the UN without the right to select 
your 
own 
ambassador 
makes 
membership in the UN an abstraction. 


So, South Africa will soon discover 
what Taiwan has discovered. That life 
outside the United Nations is altogether 
possible. Indeed, it is cheaper, and 
allows a country that extraordinary 
liberation 
of 
divesting 
itself 
from 
institutional 
attachments 
altogether 
hypocritical in nature. 


The UN’s simultaneous invitation to 
Arafat of the P.L.O. to speak as the 
representative of the Palestinian people 
undermines the constitutional structure 
of the UN, which although it hasn’t 
a lw a ys 
recog n ized 
de 
facto 
governments, 
has never recognized 
governments in exile. The temptation to 
do this arose last year in connection 
with 
Cambodia. 
If 
the 
General 
Assembly, following its own logic, 
declines at the next session to recognize 
the Israeli ambassador, it might go so 
far as to rule that Arafat is the logical 
representative of the Israeli people. 


To such preposterous lengths the 
General Assembly is apparently willing 
to go, and the result, of course, will be 
that it will gradually phase out as an 
organ with which serious people do 
business. Its passage from the scene 
would leave this observer dry-eyed, but 
the tragedy is that in the process, it is 
coaxing along another war in the 
Mideast, and this could be the big one. 
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
